Under the title of “Pieces of Fight 
®@yndicate, Limited,” there has«beea 
atganized at London a company with 
a capital cf $10,000 in 1,267 preferred 
ordinary $5 shares and the balance in 
deferred shares of 25 cents each to fish 
in Tobermory Bay, Isle of Mull, Scot 
land. The fish to be caught (other 
pony might suggest, the bait to 
catch the fish) is Spanish treasure 
four centuries old. It appears that an 
Italian galleon of 1,000 tons burden, 
nmamied the Florencia, was attached to 
the Spanish Armada and come to grief 
in the bay in the autumn of 1588. It 
contained, according to rumor—which 
after over 400 years is, perhaps, a 
trifle musty—‘30 million of money.’

an acre While pienty of farms can be 
bought in New York for $10 to $20 an 
acre, let it pay attention. The secret 
is about to be released. And let me 
say at the outset that with consider- 
able familiarity with both west and 
east I'd much prefer to buy eastern to 
western lands. 

“One point in favor of the western 
farm is that, whereas a western farm, 
properly handled, will raise crops 
which pay a good interest on the in- 
vestment without fertilizer, a great 
many acres of tand in the $10 and $20 
belt are merely something to put pro- 
ductive soll on tep of. The French 
method of carrying the land away 
when one moves wouldn't go bad in 
connection with several cheap New 
York farms. 

“Another thing—one can take an 
eighty acre farm im the middie west 
and plow every foot of it, while there 
are very few cheap farms in this sec- 
tion which can be cut up into fleldé 
large enough to pay for using large 
machinery. The result is that the east- 
ern farmer, if be is to make use of the 
cheup lands, must ‘putter.’ Now, the 
right sort of puttering is profitable— 
fruit, berry and truck raising wilh 
make moderately large fortunes for 
diligent and capable men—but most 
men don’t like that sort of business. 
The middle westerner is a whole lot 
happier with a four horse gang plow 
and a harrow that wouldn’t go be- 
tween stumps in the east than he 
would be on a $10 an acre New York 
farm. And he doesn’t strike as nrany 
stones in the course of a season as the 
New York farmer will in a day. The 
American farmer bhasn’t lost his sense 
of the “bigness” of the country yet. 
and until he does lose it, be will prefer 
to Work the large farm tatber than the 
small one, even if he gets no more for 
his labor. 

_ “Furthermore—and th to be 
ignored—around that high priced land 
in the west will be found a more intel- 
ES better educated body of men, 

taking them ‘by a large,’ than in a 

given number of eastern farmers, be- 
cause the factories and the other city 
joys seem to lure a much larger propor- 
tion of the ambitious youth of the east. 
The city is so close to the farm that 
the transition ts but a step. Of course 
there are mauy of the most intelligent 
farmers of the country here, but the 
farmer witb a desire for intellectual 
associations—and some have it—will 
tind less of this opportunity ip the $10 
and $20 localities than in the west.

GOLD MINES OF IRELAND, 
ty Wicklow Had a Rush Ir 1796 


But Government Took It. 


Ireland is certainly not the “poor 
distressful country ’ some people would 
like one w believe. The fact that it 
possesses gold miines (although they 
are not worked to-day) is proof to the 
vontrary. The mines are situated in 
Wicklow. According to-tradition, the 
Wickiow gold mines were first dis 
covered by a poor schoolmaster, Que 
day, while! fiening in one of, the 
streams woich descend from the Cro- 
ghau Mouttains, he picked up a piece 
of shining metal. Ascertaiuing that 
it was gold, be “gradualy euricied 
nimseif by searcning tne various 
streams’ in the teighvborhood ad dis- 
posing of what he itound to « Dublin 
goldsinith. He kept the secret to him- 
self for twenty years, but having mar- 
ried, he told. bis wife, and she, be- 
lieving that he was mad, told her re 
latives, wno soon made it public 
U'Keefe has founded an amusing 
farce upon the incident, 

When the story of the gold mine 
became public, avout the close of 1795, 


tion of the Irish conjured up visions

side of Wicklow County sparkled the 
Valley of Diamonds, and on the soutn 
the lofty Croghan was to them as the 
Golden Mountain. 

De Latocnaye, a French emigrant. 
an account of his

‘Ihey soon began 
to tell me of a person who sent his 
children there.on’ a Sunday morning, 
after it had rained, and that they 
brought back goid to the value of 
twenty guineas.” 

During the interval between the pub 
lication of the circumstance and the 
Government taking possession of the 
mine—a period of two -months—up- 
wards of 4,500 ounces of gold was col 
lected by the peasantry, chiefly from 
the mud and sand of Balliavalley 
stream, and disposed of for .alimost

amounted to littie more than $17,000 | 
The gaid was found in pieces of all | 
sizes, from the smallest particle to a | 
mass of twenty-two ounces, whic | 
sold for about eighty guineas.
